If he takes bids, he does, 
not hav e to accep t the lowest 
offer.

awarding a contract. 
He is limited by law only to 
the 
ex tent t h a t 
he

award a contract to the bid­ 
der 
submitting

and best bid as determined 
by the purchasing ag ent.” 
That leav es a whole lot of I 
leeway . 
•Best Ju dg m ent’ 
Lacking sp ecific leg al g u ide-! 
lines, the 
p u rchasing ag ent 
relies 
larg ely 
on

sense and his best iu dg ment 
in establishing a p olicy . 
Also av ailable as a g eneral 
set of g round rules is a sin­ 
g le pag e of “ rules and reg u­ 
lations" drawn under the ad­ 
ministration of former Gov .: 
Victor Anderson. 
These ru les are imp ortant 
—for they inclu de su ch dec­ 
larations now- in p ractice as: I 
-—the state m ay accep t or 
reject all bids. (This is also a 
statu tory p rov ision.) 
—the state m ay p u rchase 
item-by -item, in g rou p s or as 
a total.

With these ru les as a start­ 
ing p o i n t , the p u rchasing 
ig ent draws his own p olicy . 
larg e p art, it may well be 
an ex p ression of his p erson­ 
ality . 
This cou ld be p articu larly 
tru e of Georg e Morris. 
He is a firm and hard ad­ 
ministrator, a man unafraid 
of controv ersy or criticism, a 
man with confidence in his 
own judg ment.

The New Fiy-Guy

NEW YORK — West Point developed a 
ty pe of man over the y ears and so did the 
Naval Academy . You can spot them, sense 
them Ru t the Air Force Academy is try ing 
to avoid a stereoty pe fly -gu y , the man who 
is doing a lot of the shaping of ou r fu tu re air 
officers has told u s. He is Maj. Gen. Wil­ 
liam Sebastian Stone, a big, good-looking 
Missou rian who got himself moved to the 
old Army Air Corps ju st as soon as he grad­ 
u ated from West Point. Gen. Stone is su ­ 
perintendent of the newest and most re­ 
markable of the nation’s service schools. 
"W e're ou t to develop the individu al, an 
all-arou nd man who can handle himself 
any where in the world and eventu ally in 
space,” he said. "When he comes to u s, we 
give him more liberties 
than the other acade­ 
mies. We’ve dispensed 
with a lot of the *sit- 
u p - straight - and-go- 
to-bed-withou t-dinncr’ 
discipline. 
That 
smacks too mu ch of Charles Dickens. We 
divide ou r cu rricu lu m evenly between the 
sciences and the hu manities. West Point's 
ratio is abou t 60-40 in favor of the sciences, 
Navy 's abou t 70-30. We want a man who'll 
not only know his bu siness bu t also know 
his way arou nd a conference table. He may 
be called u pon to serve almost any where 
in the world, w e’re so scattered. He mu st 
know the langu ages, cu stoms, mores of peo­ 
ples, mu st have m ade a stu dy not only of 
the enemy bu t of his allies. You ju st can't 
get that kind of m an ou t of science cou rses.” 
The Air Force Academy delegation sent 
to Mex ico City last y ear for Mex ican Inde­ 
pendence Day (West Point and Annapolis 
sent similar delegations) differed from the 
others in two respects: (1) Ev ery Air Acade­ 
my man spoke Spanish, and (2) got more 
and better dates. 
★ 
The Air Academy was the first of the 
m ajor service schools to introdu ce "enrich­ 
m ent” cou rses. An u ndergrad who excels 
in math may take two y ears of it in one 
\e a r , leaving him free to take a y ear of 
any thing else he desires—inclu ding painting. 
Jf he has previou s college training, the 
Academy will recognize his credits, relieve 
him of repeating those cou rses, and offer 
him ‘‘enrichment.” 
If he feels he has a 
su bject made, he can take an exam which 
ordinarily he wou ld not have to face u ntil 
the end of a semester, and if he passes it—

he's done with that and on with "enrich­ 
m ent.” 
Six ty per cent of the 2,2(M) members of the 
Air Academy 's wing now are taking courses 
ov er and bey ond what would seem to many 
I S. collegians already a back-breaking load. 
To graduate, one must hav e 185 credits, 
111 of them strictly academic, the rest in 
phy sical education, military training, etc. 
The man who' gets through the mill is 
granted a bachelor of science degree, nav i­ 
gator's wings, and a second lieutenancy in 
the regular Air Force. M.I.T. requires 145 
credits for a B.S., most schools around 125 
for a B.A. 


Bu t becau se of the "enrichm ent” program, 
many are gradu ating w ith enou gh credits to 
be given a Masters. Many shou lder well 
over 200 semester hou rs. As if to prove one 
doesn’t have to be du mb any more to play 
sports well, 80 per cent of the Academy ’s 
varsity athletes are taking extra stu dies. 
"One thing we re not going to produce 
is a bookworm,” the general said. He might 
hav e meant ‘‘a non-muscular bookworm.” 
Air Force academicians take more phy s. ed. 
than is required for a degree in same at 
most colleges-— and almost as an after­ 
thought. 
The Academy sends its people to Eu rope 
and throu gh Latin America for six weeks 
each su mmer, to be briefed, to learn some­ 
thing abou t the peoples, to look arou nd. 
Soon they ’ll be going to Asia, too. There 
is little time for the 
mind to vegetate. T h e 
work day starts at 5:50 
a.m., doesn't end u ntil 
10 p.m. W h e n there 
was some comment to the effect that West 
Point and Annapolis wou ld show* them u p, 
as m archers in the Inau gu ration parade, the 
wing volu ntarily rose before reveille each 
cold black morning and drilled so hard that 
they were the best of the three on parade 
day . Probably never in the history of edu ­ 
cation in the U.S. or elsewhere has a major 
academ y of learning come fu rther q u icker. 
For the past three y ears it has been rated 
second scholastically in the 187-college Grad­ 
u ate Record Examination. In post-gra d 
work, its p e op l e have shone at Oxford, 
Princeton, M.I.T. and Cal Tech. 
In fact, the fu tu re leaders of the Air 
Force and of limitless space are tau ght al­ 
most every thing at the Air Force Academy 
except how to fly .

Nothing Came Of It 


After the November 8 elections, last y ear, 
partisan Repu blicans spoke hotly of frau d 
in Cook cou nty , Illinois, (Chicago). Illinois 
went to President Kennedy by less than 
9 ,000 votes. Nixon backers w'ere more than 
skeptical of the Chicago voting. 
A later canvass of the retu rns failed to 
make 
any appreciable difference in the 
vote 
and also failed to reveal seriou s ir­ 
regu larities. Nevertheless, a special state s 
attorney pu rsu ed the reports, a grand ju ry 
was called and 667 persons, mostly election 
ju dges and associated officials were in­ 
dicted. Su bseq u ently , and at different times, 
charges against all bu t 50 of them were 
dismissed. 
Last week the cases of the remaining 50 
were placed before an acting cou nty ju dge. 
He dismissed all the actions and criticized 
the prosecu tion for behaviou r w*hich, he 
said, amou nted to intimidation. He objected 
to star cham ber interrogation of many of 


the defendants prior to the grand ju ry ses­ 
sions, and especially in the instance of de­ 
fendants who, after interrogation, were not 
called before the ju ry . 
So the m atter ends. The prosecu tor's 
charges in many instances were small bore 
and had they been proved wou ld have 
lacked strength enou gh to convince the 
general pu blic that the earlier accu sations 
of frau d were su bstantial. Bu t on the other 
hand all the cases were dismissed on tech­ 
nicalities and none of them were heard on 
their merits. This is also disappointing. The 
general feeling will be that here is a m at­ 
ter which got exactly nowhere. The pu blic 
was not served. 
If there is to be any improvement in the 
administration of elections it will have to 
come by other methods, greater watchfu l­ 
ness by both parties and less cry ing of fou l 
u nless there is su bstantial enou gh evidence 
to su pport it. 


Macmillan In Hard Spot 


Prim e Minister Macmillan is not having 
easy sailing with his move to pu t Great 
Britain into the Eu ropean Common M ar­ 
ket. He is u nder fire from su bstantial ele­ 
ments of both the Labor and Conservative 
parties. Bu t the weight of evidence indi­ 
cates that he will prevail. 
The 
example 
is 
one 
which 
America 
shou ld not view with detachment. It cou ld 
well in time be confronted with a similar 
hard choice. The principle of a favored 
m arket is not new to Great Britain. It has 
long had its intra-commonwealth com m it­ 
ments. Bu t the sy stem is relatively new in 
Eu rope, born of World War 11 and proven 
to be of su bstantial valu e to the six Eu ro­ 
pean nations who engaged in the adven­ 
tu re. Bu t if a Common m arket benefit the 
m em bers, a m easu re of it is at the ex­ 
pense of non-members. In the Eu ropean 
Common Market there are provisions for a 
progressively 
diminishing 
tariff, 
an 
ex­ 


change 
of labor 
and balanced economic 
planning and by virtu e of barriers against 
non-member nations 
to 
the proportionate 
benefit of the members. It is this plu s the 
growth prosperity 
of 
the Eu ropean Com­ 
mon Market that is pu tting the sq u eeze on 
G reat Britain and which in the end will 
req u ire Great Britain to work for a condi­ 
tion of membership which will redu ce the 
hardship and still accommodate most of its 
special arrangements with members ol the 
Commonwealth and with Eu rope’s other 
common market, the Ou ter Seven 
Mr. Macmillan will perform the feat of 
the y ear if he can get this done to the sat­ 
isfaction of all concerned. Bu t lie is faced 
with an u nalterable fact and his detrac­ 
tors shou ld keep in mind that if he refu ses 
to act the economic* position of Great Brit­ 
ain will grow progressively worse. This is 
a q u estion that cannot be answered by ig­ 
noring it. 


Power Committee Starts 


When the long and 
rancorou s dispu te be­ 
tween Nebraska's pu blic power agencies 
finally stirred the state Legislatu re into ac­ 
tion it rejected the au thoritarian solu tion of 
a regu latory body .

Health and Safety subcom­ 
mittee that legislation w a s 
needed to require drug firms 
to make a “ truthful disclo­ 
sure” of adverse side effects 
in some prescription

cines. 


Dixon said some of the pro­ 
motion material appearing in 
medical 
journal 
advertise­ 
ments and being sent to doc­ 
tors through the mail is not 
giving this information. 
He 
said 
busy 
physicians 
cannot possibly keep up with, 
all the latest scientific litera-1 
ture 
describing 
ill 
effects. | 
Thus, Rand said, it is prob­ 
able some of them are in­ 
fluenced by only what they 
read in the advertisements. 
“ Many of these new drugs 


have profound biochemical ef­ 
fects on various processes of 
the human body and possess 
grave potentialities for harm 
and perhaps irreparable in­ 
jury to health and even life 
itself, if not properly used or 
administered,” Dixon said. 


But he said that many of 
the drug advertisements go­ 
ing to doctors have “ tended 
to emphasize only the favor­ 
able aspects of some potent 
new drugs.”

This bring you to only nine 
tricks, but there is a chance 
of winning a tenth il the dia­ 
monds are divided 2-3, How­ 
ever, this gives you only a 
36 G chance of making the 
contract, which is not exactly 
a healthy prospect to look 
forward to. 
There is a different way of 
viewing the 
play, though, 
which offers a far greater 
chance of success. It de­ 
pends l a r g e l y upon the 
trumps b e i n g divided 3-2, 
which is something that oc­ 
curs 68 G of the time. 
The proper way to play the 
hand is to win the club and 
ruff a club. Then cash the 
ace of hearts and lead a 
heart to the ten. When both 
defenders follow suit, you J 
know that the trumps are di-1 
vided 3-2. 
Ruff another club, enter 
dummy with a diamond, and 
ruff dummy’s last club with 
your last trump. Cross to

This se­ 
quence of plays brings you 
to nine tricks, and the king 
of diamonds provides you

The over-all effect of these 
plays is that you make six 
trump tricks instead of five.

favorite to make the hand, 
w hile if you draw trumps im­ 
mediately and rely upon a 3-3 
diamond break, the odds are 
almost 2 to 1 against you.

Work Started On 
Most P o w e r f u l 
Nuclear Reactor 


Washington 
fU PI) — T h e 
Atomic Energy Commission 
said work has started on a 
nuclear reactor—the most po­ 
tent of its kind in the world— 
which may help scientists un­ 
derstand why some stars ex­ 
plode a n d how’ others are 
formed. 
The reactor, being built at 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., will gener­ 
ate the world’s most intense 
steady beam of neutrons for 
research. Neutrons are sub- 
nuclear particles which can 
be used to build atoms heavi­ 
er than any found in nature 
on earth. 
Among these elements is 
Californium-254. It spontane­ 
ously undergoes fission, re­ 
leasing enormous amounts of 
energy. Only small amouts of 
Californium have been pro­ 
duced artificially on earth. 
But it apparently is manufac­ 
tured in large amounts in the 
universe of stars. 
Scientists believe the split­ 
ting of Californium a t o m s 
plays a role in the stellar ex­ 
plosions known as supernovae. 
The Oak Ridge reactor will 
cost about $12 milion by the 
time it is put in operation in 
early 1964.
